I wanted to meet th is man 
wh ose salary h ad risen to such 
dizzy h eigh ts as h e h ad mounted 
th e ladder of success. “He is one 
of th e few men wh o really know 
color,” th e salesman h ad said, 
“and h e is a wonderful fellow 
along with it.”

He said 
th at h e tried to read th e folder, 
as it contained information in 
wh ich h e was interested, but 
th at h e h ad found it IMPOSSI­ 
BLE to read. Th e proof h ad 
been read on wh ite paper, and 
th at was probably th e last time 
th e ty pe was read until th e 
company used a more suitable 
paper for th e folder.

sh owed a marked increase after 
th e ch ange. 
• Th ere is q uite a fad for black 
lettering on a y ellow background, 
as th e road signs nearly all bear 
witness. 
Th is combination is 
supposed to rank No. I in con­ 
trast and attention value. But 
it does not follow th at a strik­ 
ing color combination for a sign 
is th e most legible in printed 
work. 


Color attracts th e ey e and 
arouses interest, th e speaker 
stated, but wh en th e attention is 
focused upon one color fbr a 
wh ile, a decided reaction soon 
occurs. Th is point was illustrat­ 
ed by th e use of different colors 
on th e screen. Th e reaction al­ 
way s came, and to every one in 
th e audience.

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A STEP AT A TIME 
A p rogram not only of correction, bu t also of 
ex p ansion, is embodied in the Rop er Business 
Adv isory Council’s recommendations for the 
national labor relations act. The immediate 
question raised is whether better p rogress in 
the dev elop ment of a sound gov ernment p olicy 
for industrial p eace would not be had by keep ing 
the two aims sep arate and p roceeding first to re­ 
mov e the ex isting statu tory ambiguities and 
inequities. 
This latter course is counseled by v arious con­ 
siderations, bu t p rimarily to av oid adding con­ 
fusion to the controv ersy that is inev itable in 
any ev ent. For instance, the Labor Board as a 
quasi-judicial body has p rop erly nothing to do 
with mediation or conciliation. These functions 
are ex ercised by the Secretary of Labor in p er­ 
son or through a sp ecially ap p ointed board. The 
sy stem is weak and ineffectiv e, lacking p rescribed 
methods of inv oking the serv ice and settled p ro­ 
cedures, as well as being without legally estab­ 
lished rules of relationship between the Secre­ 
tary and the p arties to' a disp ute. There is great 
need of definition and clarification, bu t it is 
u nrelated to the p urp ose of the Wagner act. 
There has been a good deal of misu nderstand­ 
ing about the law’s scop e due in p art to the broad 
rep resentations made in the title. Actually its 
p rov isions are limited to p rotecting the rights of 
emp loy ees to self-organization and to collectiv e 
bargaining. They constitute the first step toward 
the p eaceful settlement of labor disp utes. Had 
they been adequately and fairly drawn we might 
by now hav e been in a p osition to go ahead in 
establishing a comp letely integrated and effi­ 
cient sy stefn comp arable to that ap p lied to em­ 
p loy ment in transp ortation. 
As it is we hav e ex p erienced in the p ast y ear 


the worst strike p eriod in our history , so far as 
numbers are concerned. Not all the blame can 
be laid to the defects of the act, bu t they were 
resp onsible for much of the discord. 
Nothing has done more to conv ince the em­ 
p loy er of the law’s unfairness than the denial to 
him of the right to ap p eal to the Board where 
riv al unions hav e fomented strife among his 
workers to gain ascendancy ov er them, refusing 
to seek the Board’s interv ention. Falling in the 
same category is the enumeration of u nfair p rac­ 
tices by the emp loy er, bu t none by the emp loy ee.
